Belleville, which on July Ist, 1878, 
became a city will this year mark the 
semi-centennial What form it will 
take and what date will be chosen 
for the observance is not determined 
as yet. The matter will be decided by 
the. city council if the suggestion of 
dhe Chamber of Commerce goes 
through. Members of the City Coun- 
cit have endorsed the proposition as 


very soon the city’ council will con- 
sider the question. 

The question of the advisability of a 

seml-centennial. celebration was 
brought up at the open forum meeting 
of the. Chamber of Commerce held 
last night at the Queen's Hotel presid- 
ed over by the chairman, ex-Mayor Q, 
A. Bennett. Ex-Mayor Charies E. 
Hanna opened up the subject by giv- 
ing a short review of the history of 
Belleville, stating that Thurlow was 
surveyed in 1787 and that the Moira 
River was then known as the Single- 
ton's Creek. Belleville was known as 
Myers Creek. In 1816 Belleville re- 
celved its present name after Lady 
Bella, Gore. Later it became an In- 
corporated village; in 1850 it became 
town and in 1878 it became a city, 

City’s Growth 

While the population of the city has 
not grown very greatly in therhatf: 
century yet in many ways the City 
has improved, said Mr. Hanna, citing 
the improvements which have marked 
out Belleville of today from the city 
of the past, from the days which even 
with their potatoes at fifty cents a 
bag and whiskey at a shilling a quart 
nm one would want to have brought 
back. Mr. Hanna pointed out the de- 
velopment of Belleville industrially 
with such business plants as the 
‘Deacon's, the Springer and Belleville 
Hardware factories, Mead-Johnson, 
Stephens-Adamson, the Carthage Co., 
and the Canadian Industrial Alcohol 
Company.

Jt is not that they go to remote 
jplaces, far from the centres of civilization, 
though some of them do—one to South Africa 
to observe the stars in the Southern sky, one 
to study the cultural life and religion of the 
more primitive peoples in Sumatra, one to study 
reptiles and amphibians in their lonely habitat 
in Central America, one to make archaeological 
investigations in Northern Mesopotamia and 
one out in the Belgian Congo, trying to find a 
‘drug for the treatment of sleeping sickness. This 
Jast named research, if successful, would in- 
cidentally push out the geographical frontier 
‘a little further, since by banishing this disease 





. 4t would open up to agriculture an area in Af- 


rica which is now sparsely inhabited, but which 
might become of great economic importance. 

The frontiers which most of them will occupy 
Nie within the borders of civilization and some 
in the most populous cities, in laboratories of 
universities or in llbraries — frontiers which 
ere reached with the aid of the lens, the spect- 
rum, the retort, the syllogism, the written or 
ipictured world, the geologic stratum or the 
musical notation.” One will study the influence 
of a great patriot upon the revolutionary move- 
ments with which he was associated. Another 
will attempt an ¢ven more difficult analytical 
task, that of resolving the mystical elements 
of the religious poetry of a certain century and 
a certain country. Another will camp out alone 
In the interstellar spaces to arrive at a theory 
‘as to “the distribution and physical properties 
of diffuse matter.” And still another will study 
the behaviorism of the chromosomes of the eve- 
ning primrose—an occupation which may seem 
to belong rather to the old settlement of the 
known, but which after all has to do with some- 
thing that lies on the mysterious verges of the 
unknown. 

Whatever the subject of research—in science, 
in letters, in art, in music, in history, language 
and whatever the “bag” or the “catch” that 
the hunter out among the stars or in remote 
regions, or on the frontiers that lie close about 
us in laboratories or libraries, brings back from 
his studies, it is well to keep ourselves conscious 
of these ever new frontiers and to send out 
yearly the most competent and adventurous of 
our young scholars and scientists to occupy them 
as pioneers and so extent the limitless realm of 
truth that awaits the coming of the mind of 
man. aig

The application of this decision to 
other States would probably cause as 
much alarm as relief among motor- 
ists.
